Despite the fact that he had a 
pitching arm that was worth a million dollars he had the heart and 
mind of a child, and this endeared him to the fans, whg will always 
retain a soft spot in their hearts for him. The story of Nie life would 
make a mighty interesting volume, for life with Rube was just one 
thing after another. He held fourteen jobs during his seventeen 
years in professional baseball. He broke into the big show with the 
Louisville Nationals, but his longest term was with the Athletics. 
Connie Mack has a number of grey hairs as mementos of his many 
attempts to make the Rube walk the straight and narrow. Once, 
when Waddell was pitching an important game in Philadelphia, a 
fire engine went past the park, The Athleties were than at bat, and 
when it came time to take the fleld the Rube had disappeared.

The ninth Marquis of Queensbury was born Oct 13, 1868. He 
Was internationally famous as a writer on pugilism. His father, the 
eighth Marquis, was also a great patron of the boxing game, and his 
name is inseparably connected with the code which now governs 
fistic contests. ‘The Marquis of Queensbury rules’ were, however, 
drawn up by J. G. Chambers. The Marquis became an enthusiastic 
propagandist of the code, designed to rescue boxing from the dis- 
repute into which it had fallen under the London prize ring rules 
and to eliminate Its more brutal features, and soon al! fighters and 
fans on both sides of the Atlantic were calling the new regulations 
“the Queensberry rules.” The present Marquis has written much 
about boxing and boxers in the press of both America and England.

How John A. Davis Has Climbed the Dairy Ladder—Sketch of Prom- 
inent Edmonton District Farmer in the Grain 


Growers’ Guide 


The following sketch of John A. Davis, 
of Clover Bar, apnears in the last ts- 
sue of the Grain Growers’ Guide 
from the pen of R. D, Colquette. Mr, 
Davis is one of the oldest patrons 
and largest contributors to the Ed- 
monton City Dairy of which he is 
also a shareholder. 


When nature designed the Clover 
Bar district she iad mixed farming in 
mind. The soil is a deep loam rich in 
humus and adapted for growing green 
feed to perfection. The rainfall is suf- 
ficient to enable the soil to produce 
each year in abundance. The ,long 
sunny days of summer offset the dis- 
advantage of the northern latitude. 
Good water is obtainable 


provide summer shade and break the 
force of the winds of winter. And so 
the district lay, for countless centuries, 
awaiting the advent of the settler. 
When settlement spread to the dis- 
trict, its natural advantages attracted 
the attention of a class of farmers 
whose natural bent was for the pro-- 
duction of live stock rather than for 
straight grain growing. Energetically 
and inteligently they set to work to de- 


velop its agricultural resources, It re- 
quired a lot of hard, patient work for 
the land was partly covered with a 


strong growth of trees and scrub. This 
however, was taken as an indication 
that the rainfall was sufficient to pro- 
duce an abundance of pasture, fodder 
and grain required for stock raising. 
The iand was cleared, buildings erect- 
ed, herds developed. There was none 
of the spectacular development that 
soinetimes characterizes a purely 
grain growing district, in which a 
lucky combination of big yields and 
good prices will establish its agricul- 
ture in a year or two. But there was 
also none of the 
characterizes such districts. 
growing income was assured. Now the 
district is what nature intended it to 
be—a prosperous neighborhood settled 
with substantial families, with com 
fortable homes, capacious barns, splen- 
did herds and dependable incomes de- 
rived principally from live stock and 
dairy products supplemented by con- 
siderable sales of wheat and oats. 


A Dairyman, Born and Raised, 


Among the men who first saw the 
posibilties of the district was John A, 


Davis. When in Edmonton recently 
1 consulted men prominent in dairy 
circles with the object of getting in 


touch with a progressive dairy farmer, 
I did not want to see a “joy” farmer, 
one who uses his farm as a place to 
spend money instead of making it, but 
rather a representative man who had 
worked his way up the dairy ladder 
and made his cows pay his way as he 
climbed. The advice received was that 
although there were many such men 
around the city, there were none who 
jilled the bill beter than Mr. Davis. A 
tour of the Clover Bar district in com- 
pany with D. W. Warner, past presi- 
dent of the U.P.A. and a pioneer of the 
district included accordingly a visit to 
the farm of this prosperous dairyman, 

“What part of Ireland do you hale 
from, Mr. Davis?" I asked, for the 
warmth and accent of his greeting left 
no doubts as to his nationality. “From 
the south” he replied. “It was there I 
learned the dairy business for 1 was 
raised on a dairy farm. In Ireland we 
kept the dairy shorthorns and made 
butter which we packed and sold, 1 
have been in the dairy farming busi- 
ness all my life with the exception of 
one year in an office in the old coun- 
try.” 

Settling in the West has cured many 
men of dairying Not so Mr. Davis.

Hord of High Grade Holsteins, 


After getting his dairy herd estab- | 
lished, Mr. Davis decided to infuse 
into it the blood of one of the dairy 
breeds. At first he gave his preference 
to Ayrshires. This was before the Ayr- 
shire men had done so myeh to remove 
the objectionable short teets from their 
breed. His men used to kick about 
milking on this account and matters 
were not helped any by the fact that a 
dishonest eastern breeder shipped him 
a consignment of stock that were not 
|up to representations. These considera- 
tions decided him in switching over to 
Holsteins. With another man he had 
a carjoad of grade Holsteins shipped | 
in from Ontario, and now, with the ex- | 
ception of two or three cows which | 
show Ayrshire’ characteristics, his 
cows look like a herd, and a mighty 
good one, of pure bred Holsteins. A 
good Holstein bul! is kept, Sir Suther- | 
land Abbekerke Mae being the pres- 
ent herd sire. Mr. Davis has had no 
difficulty in keping the milk test up to 
the requirements for the city trade. 
Only once has the test gone below 3.7. 
One year he kept it at 3.8 for three 
months, The herd is maintained by re- 
taining the calves from the best cows. 
All the bull calves are vealed and the 
heifers with the exception of about ten 
each year are sold. A _ considerable 
part of the income is derived from the 
sale of stock.

He has been 
investigating the merits of the different 
milking machines on the market, how- 
ever, and one of the next investments 
will be a mechanical milkmaid. 


The milk is sold to one of the city 
dairies, of which Mr. Davis is a share- 
holder, for distribution to the city 
trade. Each morning it is taken Into 
the city—a three hours trip. The price 
received is $2.10 per ewt. fer milk of 
avearge test with a bonus of four cents 
per ewt. on each point it tests above 
the average of all the milk received. 
For milk used for cheese making, the 
standard of test is 3.7 with a four cent 
difference paid for each point above or 
below the standard. A sediment test 
is received from the dairy company 
every two weeks. To keep the milk 
clean the cow's udders are washed be- 
fore milking. Immediately after being 
drawn the milk is placed in cans and 


these are lowered into cold water in 
a 1k, which is filled twice a day from 
the 362-foot well in the barn and from 


which the water is pumped by means 
of a gasoline engine, Formerly ice was 


used, but it has been found unneces- 
sary. The nights in the Edmonton dis- 
trict are always cool and no trouble 


has been experienced in keeping the 
milk sweet. Twenty minutes after the 
cans are placed in the water, their 
contents are cooled down to 50 degrees 
hr. Milk is not paying as well this 
year as it did a year ago. It has been 
found impossible in Kdmonton, and 
this is the experience in every city, to 
raise the price of milk in proportion

“T had been looking for the plan of a 
house that would suit my require- 
ments,’ said Mr. Davis. ‘Nothing I saw 
suited me until that Guide Vian was 
published. It was just w’ \t [ was look- 
_ing for, I have only made a few al- 
terations. We are using brick instead 
of siding and instead of the porch at 
the back we have added a kitchen.”’ 
The house will have every convenience 
found in the best city residences. Un- 
der the kitchen’ there is a 99-barrel 
tank and in the basement is a bath- 
room for the use of the hired men. Hot 
and cold water are available and a sep- 
tic tank’ takes care of the sewage. A 
hot air heating plant and an electric 
lighting system are installed. The cost 
of building this palatial home will be 
many times the cost of the old one, but 
| the financial position of its owner is 
quite different from what it was when 


the old home was built in the pioneer- 


ing days.

The truest and most concrete view | 
of life, materialistic though it may be, 
ean be summed up in the statement} 
that men labor to secure good in or-| 
der that he may not die of want. 

No matter what work we do, no} 
matter what path of life we traverse, | 
very little examination proves that all 
professions, all trades, in short all oc- | 
cupations have but one ultimate aim, 
and that this aim is the achievement 
of a direct or indirect endeavor to| 
sustain life, 

Indeed “food production” forms the | 
basic factor in the building up of the 
human structure; it forms its very 
foundation during the years which fol- | 
low its entry into maturity. Never) 
before was this more apparent than) 
it is today in this age of tragic and 
terrible doings, when the bloody whirl- 
pool of a merciless war daily draws tn 
its victims from every walk of life. 
Yet, it'is only when such disturbances | 
shake the world that man sees things 
in their true perspective, for it is only 
when the war by its exhaustive meth- 
ods has proven the dispensability of 
80 many occupations that the para- 
mount importance of “food produc-| 
tion” has become clearly manifest 

It is as though the world were a 
wheel the passage of which is not 
checked even though so many spokes 
have been removed, leaving a mini- 
mum of two to continue the progress; 
the one the spoke of food, the other 
of munitions; the former an everlast- 
ing necessity, the latter merely a nec- 
essity of the times. 

From the foregoing observations 
one is forced to admit that the farm- 
er, being the producer, occupies the 
only really safe and desirable position 
this world has to offer, although on 
him rests the great responsibility of 
supplying the most urgent demands of 
mankind. The farmer's mission is to 
preserve and improve; not to destroy. 
He never wills destruction; how can 
he do so when his life's work is op- 
posed to it? Therefore the greater 
the destruction as is the case today, | 
the greater the need for the antidote 
and in this case the antidote is the 
farmer. In other words the call to 
the land is @ reality, not a myth, and 
to one who realizes this fact, togeth- 
er with the case that farming ofters 
humerous advantages not offered by | 
other professiom, there is a strong 
inclination to follow farming, if not! 
in its entirety at least in part, for, 
like everything else there are many 
aspects of farming, any of which can | 
be specialized in, and any of which

This is a card of instructions issued by United States food administration to the American people. The 


suggestions are algo of value to the people of Canada. 


WHAT YOU CAN DO TO HELP WIN THIS WAR 
WIN THE WAR BY GIVING YOUR OWN DAILY SERVICE 


Our problem is to feed our Allies this winter by sending them as much food as we can, of 
the most concentrated nutritive value in the least shipping space. These foods are wheat, 
beef, pork, dairy products, and sugar. 


Our solution is to eat less of these and more of other foods of which we have an abund- 
ance, and to waste less of all foods. 


BREAD AND CEREALS.—Have at least one wheatless meal a day. Use corn, oat, rye, 
barley, or mixed cereal rolls, muffins, and breads in place of white bread certainly for one 
meal and, if possible, for two. Eat less eake and pastry. 


As in the white bread, if you buy from a baker, order it a day in advanee then he will not 
bake beyond his needs. Cut the loaf on the table and only as required. Use stale bread for 
toast and cooking. 


MEAT.—Use more poultry, rabbits, and especially fish and sea food in place of beef, mut- 
ton, and pork. Do not use either beef, mutton, or pork more than omee daily, and then serve 
smaller portions. Use all left-over meat cold or in made dishes. Use soups more freely. Use 
beans ; they have nearly the same food value as meat. 


MILK.—Use all of the milk, waste no part of it. The children must have whole milk: 
‘therefore, use less cream. There is a great waste of food by not using all skim and sour milk. 
Sour milk ean be used in cooking and to make cottage cheese. Use buttermilk and cheese 
freely. 


FATS (butter, lard, ete.)—Dairy butter has food values vital to children: Therefore. 
use it on the table as usual, especially for children. Use: as little as possible in eooking. Re- 
duce the use of fried foods to reduce the consumption of lard and other fats. Use vegetable 
oils, as olive and cottonseed oil. Save daily one-third of an ounce of animal fat. Waste no 
soap; it contains fat and the glycerine necessary for explosives. You can make serubying 
soap at home, and, in some localities, you ean sell your saved fats to the soap maker, who will 
thus seeure our needed glycerine. 


SUGAR—Use less candy and sweet drinks. Use less sugar in tea and coffee. Use honey, 
maple syrup, and dark syrups for hot eakes ahd waffles without butter or sugar. Do not 


frost or ice cakes. Do not stint the use of sugar in putting up fruits and jams. They may 
be used in place of butter. 


VEGETABLES AND FRUITS—We have a superabandance of vegetables. Doubie tie 
use of vegetables. They take the place of the wheat and meat, and, at the same time, are 
healthful. Use potatoes abundantly. Store potatoes and roots properly and they will keep. 

Use fruits generously.

The Restored Treasures. 


As the buried libraries of Baby-

He had made Israel a nation by

ple use. They could not have kept

Back Home.

The war will commence when 
the ears of the grain will bend down 
with ripe fruit and will climax when 
the cherries ripen for the third time 
and peace will be established at 
Christmas time.” 

The prediction written 216 years 
ago has so far been fulfilled in a large 
degree.
